for the beginning of last month. The 
difference—about  20,000,0002 nominal, 
although it 1a difficult to be exact becanse 
of the wear of the old coins, and the low 
intrinelo value of the new silver currency— 
hes mostly been sold. But the sum which 
has yet to be aold will be farther atgmented. 
by an unknown quantity-of old thaler coins 
which are yet to be withdrawn. To tho 
silver market those withdrawals still con- 
stitute the practical: question, and we are 
far from knowing how. much silver will 
come forward in consequence of the with- 
drawal of tho thalera. ‘Ihe great final step 
in the German coinage reform will not have 
been taken until the 1-thaler pieces are 
demonetised, or debased to the rank of 
token-coins. We seaostimates—there have 
all along been estimates, which have varied 
much because the guiding facts have been 
80 few—that the quantity of silver which 
the German Government will have hence- 
forward fo del! will reach 23,000,0002, and 
that the four years which have elapsod since 
such aales began will stretch into another 
four years, and perhaps elght years moro, 
before the demonetised silver currency is 
altogether cleared out of Germany. It is 
clear the “silver or.sis” is not yet done
